wherein said plurality of cut-out portions are adapted to receive th e rear legs of a 

second bar stool when said second bar stool is stacked on said securely stacking bar stool; 
a plurality of rear legs mechanically coupled to said seat; 
A plurality of front legs mechanically coupled to said seat 
a footrest extending between one of said rear leas and one of said front lc^s. 

wher e in said footrest includes a bend that is adapted to receive one of said rear legs of 

said second bar stool when said second bar stool is stacked on said securely stacking bar 

stool: and 

a backstop restraining system wherein said backstop restraining system includes 
at least one of a backrest or a rear leg , wherein said backrest and rear leg are coiipled to 

said seat and positioned relative to said cut-out portion of said seat to engage said rear 
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legs of said second bar stool when said second bar stool is stacked on said securely 
stacking bar stool. 

wherein said forward motion restraining system and said backstop restraining 
system operate to engage said rear legs of said second bar stool to r estrain said second a» 
additional bar stool from sliding off the top of said securely stacking bar stool when said 
second an additional bar stool is stacked on top of said securely stacking bar stool

said bend partially encompasses the leg of said second anoth e r bar stool to restrain 
motion of said second anoth e r bar stool when the second stool is stacked on said securely

8. (Currently Amended) A method of securely stacking bar stools 
comprising: 

providing a securely stacking bar stool having: 

a seat wherein said seat includes a plurality of cut-out portions formed as 

indentations along the sides of said seat that extend to the rear of said seat, wherein said 
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plurality of cut-out portions are adapted to receive the rear legs of a second bar stool 
when said second bar stool is stacked on said securely stacking bar stool; 

a plurality of rear legs mechanically coupled to said seat: 
a Plurality of front legs mechanically coupled to said seat; and 
a footrest extending between one of said rear legs and one of said front 
legs, wherein said footrest includes a bend that is adapted to receive one of said rear legs 
of said second bar stool when said second bar stool is stacked on said securely stacking 
bar stool: w ith a forward motion restraining oyatom and a backstop rcotrnining tiyotom, 
wh e r e in said forward motion restraining system includes a out out portion of o 
seat of said securely stacking bar stool and said backstop routrnining system includes at 
l e ast on e of a backrest or a roar log; and 

s e cur e ly stacking said second an additional bar stool on top of said securely 
stacking bar slool. wherein stacking said second bar stool includes: 

introducing the rear legs of said second bar stool into said cut-out portions 
of said securely stacking bar stool: and 

engaging one of the rear legs of said second bar stool with said bend in 
said footrest, whoroin said forward motion restraining system and said backstop 
r e straining system opornte to restrain said additional bar atool from sliding off said 
secur e ly stacking bar stool
